A demand for the release of Mrs. Hat- 
tie Huffman, 30 years old, a patient in 
the city sanitarium, or insane asylum, 


will be made by Ralph H. Spaugh, 
Prosecuting Attorney of Bartholomew 
County, Ind., in behalf of the young 
woman’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Millard 
F. Orrill of Columbus, Ind. 
She is the wife of Dr. Charles A. Huff- 
man of 2346 Olive street. He was said 
Wednesday to be out of the city. 
A dispatch from Columbus to the Post- 
Dispatch said Mrs. Huffman left her 
parents’ home there two weeks ago, and 
that not hearing from her, the parents 
wrote to Dr. Huffman, and received a 
ietter saying she had been placed in the 
asylum, They could not understand why 
this should have been done, and engaged 
Spaugh to visit St. Louis and make an 
inquiry. 

Visits the Hospital. 
Mrs. Orrill received a letter’ from 
Spaugh, after his arrival in St. Louis, 
in which he expressed the belief that 
Mrs. Huffman was not insane. 
At the office of the Hospital Board it 
was learned that Spaugh had made a 
visit there, had consulted the records 
regarding the case and had said he 
would return with a request for the 
woman's release, that he might take 
her back to her parents’ home. He is 
stopping at the Laclede Hotel ‘but was 
not there when a reporter called. 

“Dull and Lifeless.” 
The records of the hospital board 
show that Mrs. Tuffman was admitted 
to the city hospital Aug. 1, and that her 
trouble seemed to be of a negative sort, 
she being ‘“‘dull and lifeless” in appear- 
ance and manner. It was stated in the 
history of the case that her head was 
injured a year before by a fall against 
& water plug, and that she had since 
suffered severe headaches. 
She was placed in the observation 
ward, and there it was reported that she 
was quiet, and seemed to answer ques- 
tions rationally, but that she was dull 
and listless, and did not seem to realize 
where she was, or why she was under 
treatment 
On a diagnosis of epilepsy and demen- 
tia, she was removed. last Friday to 
the sanitarium. Dr. William Hoge of 
the visiting staff and Dr. Ralph Kin- 
sella, an interne, attended her while 
she was in the hospital. 
Dr. Huffman and Miss Orrill were 
married 12 years ago, the dispatch from 
Indiana states, but had not lived to- 
gether in the last 18 months. In that 
time the wife has been in poor health, 
and has been at her parents’ home, but 
the husband until a short time age sent 
her money regularly. Her health im- 
proved recently and she went to St. 
Louis to visit her husband.

HOUSE PASSES THE 
STEEL BILL OVER 
PRESIDENTS VETO 


Contest for Measure Begins Im- 
mediately After Executives 
Message Is Received. 


COTTON BILL CARRIES 


Canadian Reciprocity Acts Ex- 
cept Free Paper Provision. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The Demo- 
cratic cotton tariff bill passed the Sen- 
ate today, 36 to 19. It carried an amend- 
ment repealing all of the Canadian reci- 
procity act except the free paper pro- 
vision. 

Progressive Republican Senators vot- 
ing for the bill were Borah, Bristow, 
Clapp, Crawford, Cummins, Kenyon, La 
Follette, Poindexter and Works. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Within three 
hours after President Taft had sent the 
steel tariff bill back to Congress with a 
message of disapproval, the House to- 
day passed it over his veto. 

The vote Was 173 to pass it, 83 against 
it and one present and not voting. It is 
not expected to repass the Senate. 

In @ message to Congress the Presi- 
dent said he disapproved the measure 
because it provided for revenue only 
and took no account of protection for 
American industries. He condemned the 
Ways and Means Committee for refus- 
ing public hearings on the bili. His 
veto was expected. 

Taft gave as another reason for his 
veto that the bill affected not only the 
iron and hve industry, but 69 allied in- 
dustries, which, he said, were worth 
separate classification. 

Taft wrote he was not prepared to 
say there were no items in the steel 
schedule which ought not to be re- 
duced, but he pointed out that its ad 
valorem rate was an apparent reduction 
of 15 per cent from the duties of the 
Wilson law. 

The President has said he aiso would 
veto the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill carrying riders 
to abolish the Commerce Court, and lim- 
it tenure of office of civil service em- 
ployes. 

By doing so the President would hold 
up his own salary, that of every member 
of Congress and every employe of the 
United States courts. Speculation of the 


Bpossibilities of passing the bill over his 


veto are being discussed and leaders are 
canvassing the House and enate. 

As soon as the President’s veto mes- 
sage had been read the House Demo- 
crats began an attempt to repass the 
steel bill over the executive’s disapprov- 
al. The Republican leaders entered upon 
a determiend fight against the plan and 
a long debate was precipitated. 

Speaker Clark finally ruled that the 
question of considering immediately the 
Fresident’s veto was 4 question of the 
highest constitutional privilege and 
therefore displaced all other business be- 
fore the House. Minority Leade. ann 
appealed from the decision of ““¥ chair, 
but lost by an overwhelming vote. 

Majority Leader Underwood provided 
one hour’s debate, to be equally divided, 
at the expiration of which a vote on 
passing the bill over the President’s veto 
was to be taken. ; 





VETOED WOOL BILL 
REPASSED IN HOUSE 


Hope for Measure in Senate 
Slim, but Vote on Cotton 
Schedule Will Be Urged. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—With a 
margin of only five votes, the House 
passed the wool] tariff revision bill 
over President Taft’s veto. The vote, 
174 to 80, was made possible only by 
the defection of 21 Republicans, who 
voted with the Democrats. The an- 
nouncement of Democratic success 
created a wild scene in the House. 

Less than an hour after the wool 
measure had been repassed in the 
House ,the conferees on the sugar 
tariff bill met and disagreed, and 
this action is expected to mark the 
end of sugar tariff consideration in 
the present session. 

Democratic and progressive leaders 
of the Senate do not believe 
the wool bill can be passed in that 
body over the President’s veto,

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Mrs. Madeline 
Force Astor, survivor of the Titanic dis- 
aster, in which her husband, the late 
Col. John Jacob Astor, lost his life, last 
April, gave birth to a son at 8:15 o’clock 
this morning. 

The new arrival has been named John 
Jacob Astor, after its father. The baby 
becomes a direct heir to $3,000,000 of the 
Astor fortune. 

The attending pbysician said: 

“Mother and son are in good condi- 
tion.” 

Announcement of the birth was made 
a few minutes before 9 o’clock by Dr. 
Fawin B. Cragin, who has been in con- 
stant attendance in the Astor mansion, 
204 Fifth avenue, ‘for some days. Dr. 
Cragin came to the door and had one 
of the footmen hand a note to a waiting 
throng of reporters. 

Where there had been dense crowds 
of the morbidly curious waiting for 
news of the birth of the Astor heir all 
yesterday afternoon and for almost a 
week, there were only a few pedestrians 
going by today when Dr. Cragin sent 
out word of the birth. 

The young mother’s father, William 
H. Force, had not arrived at the man- 
gion when the baby was born. 

He got the news by telephone and 
sped to the house in a taxicab. He 
leaped out of the vehicle, smiling from 
ear to ear and showing his teeth. With- 
out saying a word he darted up the 
steps and fairly raced into the house. 

The fact that its father proved him- 
self a hero in the Titanic disaster by 
stepping aside to let women and children 
take places in lifeboats and that the 
wife from whom he parted was his bride 
of only a few months, coupled with the 
large fortune which was provided for the 
posthumous child, have lent unusual in- 


iterest to the arrival of the youngest 


Astor. 
The new Astor baby is one of the 


few children ever born with a fortune 
as large as $3,000,000 in its own right. 
Col. Astor had provided that whether 
the child was @ boy or girl it should re- 
ceive the same sum, and even if the 
stork brought more than one child, Col. 
Astor’s will also covered that contin- 
gency, as it read: 

“Tl bequeath such number of separate 
sums of $3,000,000 each as shall be equa! 
to the number of my children who shall 
survive me other than my son, William 
Vincent Astor, and my daughter, Ava

The regular’ army 
appropriation was exhausted in May. 

July payments really are available un- 
der the resolution of July 1, which ex- 
tended last year’s appropriations for an- 
other month, but disbursement of that 
was held up in the paymaster’s office 
with the expectation that Congress 
would soon pass the regular bill. Pay- 
master-General Smith said today he 
would disburse some of the money avail- 
able if the deficiency bill was not enact- 
ed this week. 

Officers have received most of their 
pay, because they are obliged to support 
themselves. The War Department felt 
the enlisted men would suffer least, be- 
cause the Government provides for them 
quarters, clothing, food and medical at- 
tendance. The army bill is yet to be 
acted upon in the Senate and later will 
go to conference with the House. 

Compromise Is Offered. 

The army veterans in need may be re- 
lieved at once if the House will meet 
the Senate’s new proposal to abotish the 
17 outlying pension agencies. The House 
wants all abolished, 

The Senate Pensions Committee today 
decided to suggest a compromise by 
abolishing the agencies on Feb. 1, 1913. 
The whole bill was scheduled to come 
up in the Senate today with an amend- 
ment to that effect. 

It is believed the House will accept it. 
Nearly $9,000,000 is now due to pension- 
ers.

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Message About Cartagena Offi- 
cial Says Death Occurred 
“While Hunting.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—William 
Bruce McMaster, American Vice-Con- 
sul at Cartagena, Colombia, has been 
shot and killed. : 

McMaster was killed last Sunday 
“while hunting,’’ according to the re- 
port to the State Department which 
came froim American Consul Kemper 
at Cartagena. 

An attack upon his life two years ago 
and the strain upon his relations with 
the Colombian judicial authorities, as a 
result of his efforts to obtain full pun- 
ishment for the would-be assassins, ex- 
cites the suspicion of officials here as to 
the cause of his death. 

About two years ago, because he had 
killed a native in self-defense, McMas- 
ter was attacked by several Colombians 
and dangerously wounded. He was ar- 
rested on the charge of murder and, 
although acquitted by a lower court, 
was found guilty and sentenced to im- 
prisonment by an appellate tribunal. 

The United State Government inter- 
vened and there was a new trial, which 
resulted in his acquittal in June, 1910, 
but he had ever since been fearful of 
further violence. y 

McMaster was born in Colombia, of 
American parents, in 1875. He was ed- 
ucated in the United States and Co- 
lombia and later became a ranch own- 
er in Colombia. His service in the con- 
sular corps began in 189, when he be- 
came & messenger in the Cartagena 
Consulate. In 1904 he was appointed 
Vice-Consul, and in 1908 became Vice 
and Deputy Consul.

The woman’s purse, glove, night dress 
and panama hat, taken from the little 
boat “Spot,” when it was found 
drifting on the river at Fort Gage, IIl.., 
Aug. 5, were sent by express Tuesday 
night to Mrs. Boggess’ parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. T. J. Keating of Columbus. O., 
after the articles had been identified as 
the property of Mrs. Boggess. 

Louis Schroeder fo 2004 South Second 
street, a boat uilder, has told detect- 
ives that the boat “Spot,” in which 
Mrs. Boggess’ hat and other effects 
were found, was sold by him to a wom- 
an on the afternoon of Aug. 3. He says 
the woman closely resembled the pub- 
lished pictures of Mrs. Boggess. She 
paid $18 for the boat and told him she 
was going to row down the river to a 
point this side of Cape Girardeau, which 
is 150 miles from St. Louis by river and 
78 miles below Fort Gage. 

The woman was taken to Schroeder 
by Frank Alles of 1506 South Seventh 
street, whom she had met on the street 
and asked where she could buy @ boat. 

Mrs. Boggess, several months ago, 
suffered a partial paralysis of the 
left hand. This interfered with her 
remarkable ability as a pianist, but 
was not serious enough to disable 
her arm, 

Salesman Saw Woman. 

In a long-distance telephone conversa- 
tion, Wednesday, with the Post-Dis- 
patch, H. I. White, proprietor of the 
White Hotel at Herculaneum, Mo., on 
the river, where a woman answering 
Mrs. Boggess’ description, ate breakfast 
‘Aug. 4, was able to recall additional. de- 
tails of the woman's visit. Mrs. White 
also remembered: several things that 
neither she nor her husband had thought 
to mention to detectives and reporters 
investigating the case. 
One thing White regarded as signifi- 
cant was that @ traveling salesman who 
ate dinner at the White Hotel on 
Wednesday or Thursday after the wom- 
an’s visit, saw Mrs. Boggess’ picture in 
the Post-Dispatch and declared he had 
seen her at De Soto, Mo., the day be- 
fore. 

On Trip Down the River. 
The traveling man’s description of the 
woman tallied-with that of the woman 
who was at Herculaneum and with 
printed descriptions of Mrs. ‘ Boggess, 
White said. As the hotel does not keep 
a register, the. traveling man's name 
could not be learned. He departed from 
Herculaneum the same day. 
The woman arrived at the hotel about 
7:30 a. m,, White said, and announced 
she was making ® littie trip down 
She said nothing 
about who she was, where she had come 
from or where she was going. She wore

gloves. She carried a white hand bag, 
from which she took a small black seal 
folding purse when paying her bill, Mrs. 
White said. With the exception of the 
hand bag, these things correspond with 
those found in the skiff picked up at 
Fort Gage and identified as having be- 
longed to Mrs. Bosgess. 

“She complained on arriving that her 
hands were cold,” said Mrs. White, “so 
I took her into the kitchen and she 
warmed her hands over the range. I 
noticed that they were very white and 
well kept. Her face also was fair. Her 
front teeth appeared to me to be rather 
prominent. 

“She asked the population of the town 
and remarked that the K.\of P. hall, 
which is just. across the street from 
the hotel, was a very large building for 
a place the size of Herculaneum. 

“In the dining room she sat at a table 
with four or five young men and ex- 
changed the ordinary comment with 
them. She ate a hearty breakfast and 
seemed to be in the best of spirits.” 

“An Unnratural Look.” 

Mr. and Mrs. White said the woman, 
in speech and manner, appeared to be 
perfectly rational. White. however, said 
he noticed a singular expression, which 
he described as “an unnatural look,’’ 
about her eyes. 

Vv. 8S. Lockhart, a young man em- 
ployed in the freight yards near the 
Herculaneum river front, told the Post- 
Dispatch the woman came to him after 
leaving the hotel and asked, ‘“Where’s 
my skiff?’’ 

Lockhart said he replied that he did 
not know she had a skiff. 

“*Yes,”” she told him, “I have a skiff 
down here somewhere.” 

Lockhart then went with her to the 
river front and helped her find the boat. 
It was the little craft with the 
name “Spot” lettered on the bow, he 
said. Another boat was moored beside 
it and in this the woman laid her hand. 
bag and a magazine. Then she seated 
herself in the “Spot” and asked Lock- 
hart to push her off. 

Disappears Down River. 

“Don’t you want to take your hand- 
bag and magazine?’ Lockhart asked 
her. 

“Oh, yes,”” she replied, “I was forget- 
ting them.”’ 

Lockhart handed the articles to her 
and pushed the boat off. The woman 
said she was going to row across the 
river, to Harrisonville, Ill., and look at 
a showboat which had been in Hercu- 
laneum the night before. When the boat 
was well away from the shore it was 
caught by the current and carried rap- 
idly down stream. 

“I’m not going to the showboat very 
fast, am 1?” the woman called to Lock- 
hart. “I believe I'll come back.” 

She then rowed to the comparatively 
still water near the shore and started 
down the river, Lockhart said. He 
watched her until she disappeared from 
view, half a mile down the river. 

A woman was seen in Festus Aug. 
5 by Mrs. W. J. Adams, proprietor of

President’s Campaign in 
Middle West.

CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—Charles D. Hil- 
les, chairman of the Republican Na- 
ional Committee, arrived in Chicago to- 


idential campaign in the Middle West 
With the assertion that he considered 
the Democratic party the enemy to be 
fought and Wilson the man who would 
have to be defeated to assure Presi- 
dent Taft’s re-election. 

Hilles made no references to Roose- 
velt or the Progressive party, except 
in terse, caustic replies to interrogations 
by interviewers. Then he spoke of 
the third party movement as the ‘‘third 
term” party. 

The President’s former secretary met 
the members of the Republican Execu- 
tive Committee in conference and met 
a score of State leaders this afternoon. 
He said he felt more encouraged and 
confident of Republican success than he 
had at any time since President Taft's 
renomination. 

Think Tariff Will Be Issue. 

“Our friends think the tariff will 
be the issue in this campaign,” said 
Hilles. ‘‘Mr. Wilson has emphasized the 
tariff question, and I am inclined to 
think that the fight for the presidency 
will center about that issue. 

“The Chicago headquarters will have 
charge of the campaign work in nearly 
all of the country west of Indiana, 
excepting the Pacific Coast states, where 
the ‘work will be directed from head- 
quarters at Portland; Ore. 

Questioned regarding Roosevelt's atti- 
tude on the negro question, Hilles said: 

“I really don’t know what Mr. Roose- 
velt’s ideas are on that subject. I don’t 
understand them and I think few others 
do. His position to me appears to be 
lacking in logic. 

“Of the 375,000 negro voters in the 
North today, 200,000 were born in the 
South. If Mr. Roosevelt bars the South- 
ern negro because ‘the Southern negro 
is corrupt,’ then what of the ‘200,000 
Southern negroes now residing in the 
North? I can’t see where he draws the 


| line.”’ 


Niedringhaus Sees Taft Winner. 

Thomas K. Niedringhaus of St. Louis, 
member of the Executive Committee and 
former champion of Roosevelt, said Taft 
had as good a chance to carry Missouri 
as any other state. 

“Gov. Hadley will be right in line for 
President Taft throughout the cam- 
paign,”’ said Niedringhaus. “With John 
C. McKinley, Republican candidate for 
Governor, they will make a strong team 
for campaign work. Unless the State 
Supreme Court should overthrow the 
primary law, the Progressives cannot 
place a State ticket in the field in Mis- 
sourl. Democratic feeling because of the 
defeat of Speaker Clark at Baltimore 
and feeling against the Progressives be- 
cause of what Roosevelt did to Gov. 
Hadley here at the Republican national 
convention, will aid President Taft's 
cause greatly. I really look for a Re- 
publican victory in Missouri this fall.”

Regular Missouri Ticket. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 14.—A con- 
ference of Republicans will be held here 
tomorrow with Gov. Hadley and the 
latter's political friends to ascertain if 
there is a way by which the two ele- 
ments of the party can be united on a 
State ticket. This meeting will be the 
result or numerous letters that have 
passed recently between the Governor 
and prominent Republicans, all of whom 
realize that unless the warring ele- 
ments of the party unite the Democratic 
State ticket will be elected. 

Among those who will attend the con- 
ference are: Homer B. Mann and E. §S. 
Swinney of Kansas City,’ Election Com- 
missioner Henry Kortjohn of St. Louis.

Where Money Was Deposited. 

As a result it was found that these 
are the deposits Becker made in 10 
months in the Corn Exchange Bank, his 
salary being $2250 a year: November, 
1911, $100; February, 1912, $130; March,

July, $10,900; August, $1500. Total, $30,115. 
There is proof that while the “graft 
was good” he made these deposits in 
four barks: April, 1912, Lincoln Trust 
Co., $1500; May, 1912, West Side Savings 
Bank, $3000; April, Empire City Savings 
Bank, $3000; November, 1911, to August, 
1912, Corn Exchange Bank, $30,115. Total, 
$37,615. esides these accounts the Dis- 
trict Attorney has information that 
Becker had at least five other accounts 
in Manhattan alone. 

Inspector With $1,000,000. 

As a result of the co-operation of all 
the banks in the city, Attorney Whit- 
man has been able to secure the names 
of four police inspectors, whose bank 
accounts run into several hundred thou- 
sands. One inspector is said to have 
accumulated $1,000,000. The indictments 
of these officials are not being pressed 
at this time, as the State’s Attorney 
is devoting his chief attention to en- 
trapping the murderers of Rosenthal. 

The evidence regarding Becker's money 
was not placed before the grand jury. 
That body was engaged from 1 o’clock 
until after 6 hearing testimony bearing 
upon the murder of Rosenthal. 

Declining to discuss the testimony, 
District Attorney Whitman did permit 
himself passing comment upon the man- 
nec in which Jack Rose spoke his par‘*. 
So simply, so directly, so ingenuously 
did Rose tell his story that the jurors 
forgot they were listening to a self- 
confessed gambler, grafter and partici- 
pant in murder and allowed themselves 
to thrill with sympathy at the pathetic 
‘parts.

Judge Hitchcock Declines to. En- 
join City From Enforcing 


Protective Ordinance. 


Fruit and produce dealers who are re- 
sisting the enforcement of the screening 
ordinance failed Wednesday in their 
effort to get Judge Hitchcock to issue 
an injunction against city officials re- 
straining them from enforcing it. 

The Judge declined to grant the in- 
junction, after hearing arguments by 
Walter H. Saunders, attorney for Con- 
rad Schopp and other produce men, and 
Robert Burkham, Associate City Coun- 
selor. Saunders argued that the city 
ordinance conflicted with the State law, 
which required fruit and produce to be 
protected against flies and dust. The 
requirement that receptacles be “rightly 
closed,”’ he said, was confusing. Burk- 
ham said the word “rightly’’ was a mis- 
print for ‘‘tightly,”” and cited a Min- 
nesota Supreme Court decision in favor 
of a city ordinance like the one in ques- 
tion.

DARROW’S ATTORNEY 
ATTACKS PROSECUTOR 


Declares McNamaras Were 
Guilty of “Hideous Crime,” 
but Escaped Heavy Punish- 


ment. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, Aug. 14.—Char- 
acterizing the agreement in the Mc- 
Namara case as a remarkable victory 
for Darrow and a heinous thing on the 
part of the District Attorney, Attorney 
Earl Rogers resumed his argument to- 
day in the bribery triai of Clarence S. 
Darrow. 

Rogers declared that the McNamaras 
were guilty of a “hideous, , horrible 
crime,’’ yet the District Attorney had 
agreed not only to allow one to escape 
hanging and the other to take a term 
of 15 years in prison, but to allow Cap- 
lan and Schmidt, two of the men ac- 
tually involved in the Times murder, 
to go free, provided they remained out 
of the country. 

Attacking the testimony of Bert H. 
Franklin, Rogers asserted that if Dar- 
row had known that Juror Bain was 
bribed early in October he would not 
have told Lincoln Steffens in the pres- 
ence of E. W. Scripps that he regarded 
the case as hopeless. 

The danger in Franklin’s story, con- 
tinued Rogers, was that all of it was 
true except small portions—that partic- 
ularly where he received the bribe 
money and as to who authorized the 
corruption of jurors.

Dr. H. H. Furness, Noted 
Scholar, Had Greatest Col- 
lection of Relics of Bard. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 14.—Dr. Hor- 
ace Howard Furness, a noted Shaks- 
pearean scholar, is dead at his home in 
Wallingford, near here. He was 79 
years of age. 

Dr. Furness leaves behind him the 
most valuable collection of Shakspeare 
relics ever assembled by an individual. 
One wing of his great mansion at Wal- 
lingford is given up entirely to the 
relics, works and memorials of Shaks- 
péare. Here are found case after case 
containing all that has been written 
about the great poet, together with 
priceless editions of his works. The col- 
lections of relics include not only souve- 
nirs of Shakspeare himself, but relics 
of all the actors and actresses who have 
essayed Shakspearean roles. 

One notable exhibit, for example, is 
a pair of gloves traced authentically to 
Shakspeare’s possession. They were 
once owned by David Garrick and af 
terward by Mrs. Siddons and Mrs. Kem- 
ble. Other relics in the house are the 
Shakspeare mask, an old payroll of 
David Garrick, and the skull over which 
Kean, MacReady, Forrest and Booth 
suceessively exclaimed “Alas! ‘Poor 
Yorick.”’ 

The famous scholar was taken ill with 
a hacking cough Monday morning. Ow- 
ing to his age his family insisted that 
he go to bed. He expired at 6 o'clock 
last night, while he was sleeping. The 
members of his family had been unable 
to bring themselves to believe he was 
dangerously ilt.
